million black Americans, we 
are a nation by history, by 
heritage, and’by hurt. 

Jackson's address was 
frequently interrupted-by- ap- 
plause. “Although blacks 
can't determine by number 
who will be president, blacks 
can by unity make this deter- 
mination. If we push in the 
brains and not in the veins, 
hands that once picked cot- 
ton. can now pick 
presidents.” 

Rev. Jackson challenged 
students of black history to 
make it living rather than play 
‘whist’ and shuck and jive. 
He said if we must relate to 
Africa, we must move from 
romance to finance. 

In essence, Rev. Jackson 
pointed- ott that blacks 
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should not get hung up on 
various black organizations 
but should strivé“to create a 
symphony of orchestration in 


which the ‘tune of “each . 


organization is sounded in 
the acquiesence of 
economics. 

In terms of the current 
black movements, Rev, 
Jackson called himself a 
‘non-violent’ man. He said 
non-violence is not a creation 
of cowardice, but rather a 
creation of wisdom. 

Referring to, himself as a 
racial chauvintst, Jackson 
Stated, ‘| don't desire to 
eliminate anybody, but | will 
fight for the right to par- 
ticipate, because I'm a 
human being. The category 
of human race is more impor- 
tant than any sub-groups.”

Racism Blasted In Speech At 
Neighborhood Center Dinner 


By EMMET CRAWLEY 
Halloway C. Sells Jr., for- 
merly a.member of Neigh- 
borhood House when he was 
@ youth in Columbus, retur- 
ned to Columbus Sunday, 
April 30, as keynote speaker 
for Neighborhood House's 
63rd annual meeting. 

Selis is the director of the 
Seven Hills. Neighborhood 
Houses. Inc., Cincinnati. He 
is also the Chief of 
Allocations for United Chest 
of Cincinnati—the first Black 
to hold such a post. 

While a resident of Colum- 
bus. Sells played on East 
High's first state basketball 
championship team 

“New Directions for Set- 
tlement Houses: Rhetoric or 
Reality'’ was the topic of 
Sells’ speech. He told those 
attending the annual dinner 
meeting that settlement 
houses and neighborhood 
centers must be concerned 
about insitutional change. He 
sald, “We must be concerned 
about people, it is this con- 
cern that will change the in- 
Stitution crisis.” 

“A total reappraisal must 
be had of. our total objectives 
for being,” he said. Sells said 
residents"involved in the ac- 
tivities of settlement houses 
throughout the country, are 
saying that they wish to 
become their own advocates- 
-be involved in the decision 
making. 

“Neighborhood centers 
must face the issues--move 
from rhetoric to reality. 
Neighborhood houses should 
be trying to eliminate the 
total ‘state of niggerdom’,” 
Sells declared. 

Sells added: “It is racism 
that makes us play word 
games-parafessional, — cultur. 
ally deprived, etc.”

Basketball Tournament? Why is there only one in the city 
league and ndéne. in..other Cent hig Area?

These were a few of the many questions fired at us by 
some of our readers who are concerned with the cons- 
picuous absence of Black officials in the city school basket- 
ball leagues 

In order to learn more about this subject, we visited the 
office of the Ohio High School Athletic Association, 4080 
Roselea Pi. and the Columbus Board of Education at State 
and Fifth Sts . 

Upon entering the office of the OHSAA, we observed 
several women working but no Blacks were present. We 
soon learned trom Fred L. Dafler, assistant commissioner of 
the OHSAA, that in order to become a registered official with 
the Ohio High School Athletic Association in Jootball, 
basketball, wres\ling, baseball, track and/or ‘gymnastics, 
it is necessary to pass a written rules qualification 
examination 

“The registration of high school sports officials in Ohio," 
he said, “is regulated and controlled by the State Board of 
Control of the Ohio High School Athletic Association 
through the office of the Commissioner.” 

A copy of the booklet, “Regulations for Officials and Of- 
ficials' Associations in Ohio," was presented to us. We 
noticed the following statement in the booklet: 

“An official in high school athletics is an important con- 
tributor to the development of young men and women. As 
such he is expected to be a person of high moral character, 
unquestionable integrity, and free of racial, religious and 
personal bias or prejudice.” 

We assured Mr. Dafler there were plenty of Blacks who 
have been closely related with sports who adequately meet 
those requirements. Furthermore, we informed him 
that we were also interested in getting top grade people for 
officials. . ' 

At this point Mr. Dafler stated that OHSAA hadn't tried to 
recruit either black or white officials. We believe the OHSAA, 
Central Ohio Basketball Officials’ Association and the 
Columbus Board of Education should be making an all out 

‘effort to recruit outstanding young Blacks for officials. 

Every industry in the nation is trying to recruit. some 
Blacks. One wonders why the three organizations above 
are not interested in recruiting Blacks. We noticed that some 
of our successful black coaches in junior high schools have 
‘been encouraged to go into administration positions rather 
than getting a promotion to a high school coaching job. 

Since it was apparent that the OHSAA wasn't in the 
recruiting business, we turned to the booklet which was han- 
ded us to discuss the procedure for initial registration with 
the OHSAA, 

There are four avenues to travel in order to become a 
registered official, The first step is through individual study 
and successful completion of a required examination given 
once per year in each sport. 

If you travel down this road, “the application fee for each 
examination is $7 except for track which is $6." After the 
completed application form is received with the application 
fee. rule books will be mailed to the applicant as soon as 
they are available to the OHSAA. No application will be 
received before June 1, 1972. The date will be Set for you to 
report for the examination. 

The second step is through approved college officiating 
classes; Students who are officially enrolled in-colleges and 
universities in Ohio and who are taking a credit course in of- 
ficiating, may take an examination to become a registered 
official in Ohio, Dafler stated that he taught the classes for 
football and bas<etball at Ohio State. During the years he 
has been teaching these classes there has never been a 
Black student to register for either football or basketball 
Lawrence (Pete) Fields, on of the outstanding umpires in the 


~~ state and/or country, teaches baseball at the university. 


The third step in getting sanctioned as an official is 
through approved adult education classes. We visited the of- 
fice of Don E. Thatcher, executive director, Dept. of Adult 
Education, and talked with one of his assistants, William 
Sites. He informed us that the OHSAA always approves the 
classes in football, basketball and/or baseball as arranged 
by the Columbus Public Schools, Division of Instructions, 
Dept. of Adult Education, 

The classes for football usually begin in June and end in 
August. These classes are taught by Paul Parke and held at 
Trades and-industries Center, 278 E. Spring St. A Tuition of 
$13 is charged for the 24 hour pregram. In addition to the 
$13, there is-$7 charged by the OHSAA-for their books and 
examination. < 

The clas" for basketball officials usually starts the latter 
part of September each year and is held at Eastmoor Senior 
High School. Bernard Cellar is the instructor 

The fourth step is through reciprocity. This procedure is 
prescribed for officials living outside Ohio and registered of- 
ficials moving to Ohio.’ 

After you pass the’ examination, there are certain 
procedures you must follow in order to maintain your 
registration. All new officials in football, basketball, wrestling 
and/or baseball are required to attend the rules inter- 
pretation meetings during the school year in which they 
become a-registered official in order to qualify for a 
registration card the following year 

However, all new officials receiving registration through a 
college officiating class or approved adult education course 
are not required to attend four rules interpretation meetings 
during the school year in which they become a registered of- 


ficial in order to qualify for a card the following year 


Now that you have passed the course, it is time to look for 
a job. Our next stop on “Route 66” was a visit to the office of 
Don McCualsky, supervisor of Dept. of Physical and Health 
Education. 

At the first basketball official meeting, McCualsky passes 
out two blank forms to the officials. One form is for junior 
high school games and the other one is for high school 
games. All officials appointed to referee junior high school 
games are selected by McCualsky 7 

This is an excellent place for a new official to begin his 
career. The inexperienced official will get at least five games 
during the season, McCualsky said. Experienced officials 
usually get seven or eight junior high school games a 
season. - 

Officials for high school varsity games are picked a year in 
advance. The coaches select the officials for varsity high 
school games. The coach of the home team selects an of- 


ficial from the OHSAA approved list. If the visiting coach’ 


refuse to accept this official, the coach of the home team 
must select another official. This procedure continues until 
both coaches agree on the officials accepted. 

We asked Mr. McCualsky if the Columbus Schoo! Board 
would have the authority to give him the responsibility 
of selecting the officials for all of the varsity high school 
games. He was not certain but he believed the Board could. 
However, he said the coaches voted on the system which is 

_ being used today. 

The system used to select football officials varies slightly. 
The coaches select the referee and he in turn selects the of- 
ficials to work with him as. a team, Such a system makes it 
difficult tora rookie-to get a break, This team of four officials 


-—works fogether throughout the season" 


Once you have qualified you are responsible for knowing 
the rules interpretation meeting dates of the local Officials’ 
Association, You do not have to join the Local Officials’ 
Association but you will have to attend the rules interpre- 
tation meeting conducted by them.

COLUMBUS-Barring an 
upset of an unusual purpor- 
tion af the November elec- 
tion, with but one exception, 
there won't be any new black 
faces in the Ohio Legislature 
when it convenes peat 
January. The exception 
that of Rep. Larry -G? 
(D-Cleveland) who was 
defeated in the primary elec- 
tion last Tuesday. 

Smith, who had represnet- 
ed the 42nd House District 
for three terms, was unseated 
by Thomas M. Bell in the new 
10th House District. Bell, the 
son of Cleveland City Coun- 
cilman James Bell, will be op- 
posed by Republican Joseph 
L. Battisti Jr...at the 
ber election. 

Smith, who was a member 
of the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee, become the second 
black House member to 
become a primary election 
casualty during the past two 
years. Thomas Hill, 41st and 
Phillip M, DeLaine, 44th, both 
suffered the, same fate at the 
polls in the 1970 primary in 
Cleveland. 

Of the other black cand- 
idates nominated reelection, 
only two will have no op- 
position .at the November 
election. Casey Jones, (D- 
Toledo), a second termer, 
and John 0. Thompson, (D- 
Cleveland,) who is complet- 
ing his first term. 

Other Blaék Democrat 
House incumbents and their 
Republican opponents are: 
Troy Lee James, and Thomas 
Perk, Ninth District, Ike 
Thompson and Ethel Robin- 
son, 13th District, both of 
Cleveland.

Badly In Congress This Year

WASHINGTON, D.C. --- (NBNS) '--- The 92nd 
Congress has a dismal record in Passing legislation 
which will help black Americans, a survey by the 
National Black News Service reveals. 

Only the Equal Employment Opportunity Com- 
mission bill, which gives the agency additional enfor- 
cement powers and allows it to take cases of 
discrimination to court for the victims, has been 
passed by Congress and signed into law this year.

The last anit-busing 
neasure is attached to the 
sll-important Higner 
=ducation bill. Both cham- 
ers have passed bills,—but 
he differences are being 
worked out in conference 
committee. The fate of the 
Dil, however, remains in 
Joubt because of the strong 
anit-busing amendments at- 
lached to the House bill. The 
Senate bill has a much milder 
version. 

The omnibus. housing and 


community development 
Proposals have been passed 
by the Senate, but the House 
is still considering the 
measure, although hearings 
have been compteted. No 
date has been set for a bill to 
be reported out of the House 
committee for action on the 
floor 

The nation’s anti-poverty 
program has been operating 
since’ last year without a bill 
officially extending its life. 
The bill would extend most of 
the programs under the Of- 
fice of Economic Opportunity 
(OEO), but would make the 
Legal Services Program a 
separate corporation, much 
like the U.S. Postal Service. 
Another change would be an 
expanded Child Development 
program. 

The anti-poverty measure 
is still in a Senate committee, 
but the House has approved 
the measure, minus the child 
development portion which 
they will consider later in-the 
session, Initially, both cham- 
bers- approved the OEA bill 
last year, but President Nixon. 
vetoed the measure with 
rhetorical nonsense as ex- 
cuses for killing the-bill. 

The House Rules Commit- 
tee chairman, William Colmer 
of Mississippi, who is retiring 
after this year, has held up 
action on a $2 minimum 
wage bill. The Rules Commit- 
tee has concluded hearings 
on the bill, The Democratic 
leadership, however, has 
promised a minimum wage 
bill this year. The Senate is 
still working on its bill. 

The President's welfare 
proposal, which would 
establish a minimum guaftan- 
teed income of $2,400 a 
family and make other 
changes in the current 
welfare system, has been 
passed by the House. But the 
Senate Finance Committee 
tas just passed repressive 
“workfare" legislation, which 
would cut-off welfare to 
anyone unwilling to work. A 
floor battle is expected on 
the ‘‘wWorkfare”’ provisions of 
the bill: 

Adoption of many of these 
measures would do much to 
improve the life of many 
black Americans, but the big 
question remains. Will the 
92nd. Congress, in an elec- 
tion year, implement this 
much-needed legislation? 
Only time will answer that

The panel's report, which 
vill be published in June, 
yas previewed at a press 
onference by Dr. Arthur S 
lemming. former Secretary 
if Health. Education and 
Velfare and the permanent 
hairman of the Conference 
in Aging. 

The special panel on 
‘Aging and Aged Blacks" 
alled for early retirement for 
Wack workers because they 
ave shorter life expectan- 
jes than white workers 

The pane also recommen- 
led a “minimum guaranteed 
nual income of $6,000 for a 
ingle aged person and 
9,000 for an aged couple” — 
iting income as the "most 
erious problem confronting 
nany aging and aged 
lacks.” 

“Most aged blacks,” the 
anel| said, ‘have been active 
vithin the labor force, most 
ften in the lowest oc- 
‘upational levels at poverty- 
evel wages. Thus, many 
ack aged have been in 
overty throughout their 
ives.” 

A “guaranteed moderate 
innual income” in retirement 
vould be compensation for 
‘Black aged who” have ex- 
rienced lifelong poverty.” 

The panel rejected the idea 
4 providing more job oppor- 
unities for aged blacks as 4 


substitute for a program of 
adequate retirement income 

“Inasmuch as a significant 
proportion of contemporary 
black aged have been a part 
of the labor force — working 
fulltime for poverty wages 
and in menial jobs generally 
lacking adequate fringe 
benefits related to retitement 
— it is recommended strongly 
that employment oppor- 
tunities for ‘aged blacks 
should not be regarded as a 
substitute for provision of 
adequate income, without 
any additional work in their, 
old age. 

“We feel that old blacks 
who do not desire to work 
should not have to engage in 
employment only to sup- 
plement inadequate incomes, 
but should have a guaran- 
teed moderate annual in- 
come:" 

In 1970, about 24 percent 
of black males over 65 were 
still in the labor force and 13 
percent qf black females. 
Some of these were black 
professionals who preferred 
to continue working. but 
most of them were men and 
women who were forced to 
work to maintain their in- 
comes 

The panel noted that the 
life expectancy at birth, tor 
the 1959-61 period, for black 
males was 6.1 fewer years 
than for white males. For 
black females it was’7.7 years 
less than for white ferpales._ 


It recommended, therefore, 
that the minimum age 
eligibility for Social Security 
benefits “be reduced by eight 
years for black males so as to 


erase existing racial 
inequities.”” Similar reduc- 
tions would be made for 
women who are eligible for 
benefits as early as age 62 

The Social Security Ad- 
ministration estimates that 
the cost of making the eight- 
year reduction in eligibility 
for blacks would cost $400 
million a year, 

In 1970, there were 608,000 
black males and 809,000 
black females 65 or more 
years of age. One out of 
every two of these aged 
blacks was living in poverty - 
twice the percentage for 
aged whites. 

The White House Con- 
ference on Aging brought 
together almost 200 aged 
blacks to explore their 
mutual problems. Blacks 
were underrepresented at the 
conference, however, in 
relation to their numbers in 
the aged population. 

There were 1.62 black 
delegates per 100,000 aged 
blacks in the United States 
Asian Americans were 
represented by 2.1 delegates 
per 100,000, Spanish- 
speaking Americans by 2.8 
delegates per 100,000, and 
American Indians by 12.4 
percent per 100,000.

The smoldering conflict over the placement of black 
children in white homes has broken into the public limelight 
al two recent national conterences. 

The National Association of Black Social Workers con- 
demned the practice at its convention in Nashville, Tenn. It 
was also a major topic of debate at the North American Con- 
ference on Adoptable Children in St. Louis. - 

Black social workérs attending the latter conference said 
they were not urging the removal of black children from 
white adoptive homes, but they made it clear that they want 
the placement of blacks in white home discontinued. 

James Dulaney, a black social worker from St. Louis who 
fed @ workshop on the self-concept of the adopted child. 


said: 


“It Is difficult enough for a black to develop an adequate 
self-concept within the black community, Think how much 
more difficult it will be in a white community.” 

Audrey Russell of the Alliance for Black Social Workers of 


Philadelphia agreed: 


“A-child achieves-his identity from his own family — it 1s” 
the primary teaching facility. You can take care of a black 
child, give him shelter and feed him, but you cannot give him 
@ black identity because you don’t have it yourself to give,” 
she told a group of white social workers. 

Some black social workers disagreed, however. They 
noted, in the words of one defender of trans-racial 
placements, that “the human being is remarkably flexible,” 
and commended white families for accepting homeless black 
children when black adoptive families could not be found. 

They acknowledged, nevertheless, the difficulty white 
parents face in trying to equip a black child with the coping 
mechanism he needs in a racist society. 

Still others emphasized the financial problem low-income 
families face which discourages them trom adopting 
children, This could be remedied, they said, if programs 
were developed to subsidize black families who are qualified 
@8 parents but who cannot afford to adopt.

In addition to Brooks, 
others elected were! Marvin 
Huston, first vice president, 
executive director of 
Jackson-Vinton Community 
Action, Inc.; Lillie 
McCullough, 2nd vice-presi- 
dent, Cincinnati citizens 
participation unit; Claudia 
Miller, secretary, Cincinnati 
citizans participation unit; 
and Les Peterman, treasurer, 
executive director of the 
Warren-Trumbull Council for 
Economic Opportunity. 

Emphasizing his commit- 
ment to increased citizens’ 
participation at all levels of 
Community Action Agencies, 
Brooks told the delegates 
that the main purpose of their 
agencies was to involve the 
community, both rich and 
poor, in human renewal 
rather than in such projects 
as urban renewal 

“Our country must become 
concerned with men on 
earth,"’ Brooks declared, 
“and for that to-Happen, the 

voice of the people has to be

heard in the decision making 
of the government.” 


Brooks also said that the 
OACAA had established a 
high national reputation, but 
the 49 agencies would have 
to become a unified group if 
thet are to survive: ‘The 
current administration would 
like to see us phased out," 
he declared, “and we cannot 
survive fragmented. Already 
we have seen funds taken 
from community action 
Programs and given to bur- 
e@aucratic agencies that often 
ignore the needs of the 
poor." 

Brooks expressed regret 
that the so-called “war on 
poverty,” had amounted to 
little more than eight weeks 
of basic training. “We just 
don't have the resources that 
we ‘need to do the job,” he 
said, ‘Our country doesn’t 
have human priorities. The 
people of Ohio must be made 
to realize this So they can 
make their voices heard.” 

In his address to the Asso- 
ciation, Gov. John Gilligan 
stressed that CAAs are in a 
critical phase of their short 
lives, and he pledged his.ad- 
ministration’s support in their 
struggle to’survive. 

“The lines of communica- 
tion will be kept open,” the 
governor said, “and the state 
will be working as hard as it 
canto reduce poverty with 
tbe resources that it has 
available. The task which you 
have undertaken has no easy 
solutions, and it requires ef- 
fort and sacrifice. The job is 
worth doing, however, and | 
am glad to be joined with 
you.”

A Landmark Decision 


Federal Judge Frank J. Battisti, 
seated at Cleveland, last week ren- 
dered a landmark decision, which 
ultimately may change the pattern of 
hamning 759 =f the patmminglar 
urban centers. 

In ordering the City of Cleveland 
to immediately reissue the building 
permits once granted the Cuyahoga 
Metropolitan Housing Authority for 
the erection of low-cost public 
housing on the city's.Westside, 
Judge Battisti struck at the very core 
of the racial polarization that has 
characterized Greater Cleveland tor 
several generations, born and bred 
in the administrative subservience to 
racial prejudice that has charac- 
terized successive City Halls until 
the advent of Carl B. Stokes as 
mayor, 

It is no happenstance that except 
for isolated pockets, once one 
crosses the polluted Cuyahoga 
River headed west, the “foreigners” 
are black. A vicious combination of 
custom and cowardice has been-and 
Still is-responsible for this state of af- 
fairs, and wé.can expect that further 
efforts to preserve it will have to be 
handied in the United States 
Supreme Court. 

However else the opponents of 
public housing on the city’s west 
side will choose to frame their ap- 
peal from Judge Battisti's decision, 
the obvious objection is based 
Purely on race and not on the need 


for or merits of public hdusing, 

As Judge Battisti sagely observed. 
Cleveland is ‘the second-most 
residentially segregated city in the 
nied States." Unt pattorn 
‘changes, of co 
massive forced busing of public 
school pupils can change the 
disgraceful pattern of school 
segregation that shames this so- 
called liberal community. 

Eqged on by West Side coun- 
cilmen who have long:found political 
gold in the hills of race-baiting, 
Mayor Ralph Perk unwisely commit- 
ted himself to carrying the racist ball 
for them as a part of his pre-election 
deals. Uniess the mayor wishes to 
continue his stance through his own 
personal convic‘ton, thus willingly 
earning a racist label, he will yield to 
the order of the Federal Court. 

Nor can the Supreme Court of the, 
United States be expected to_bail 
Mayor Perk out of his dilemma, since 
the federal government is. strongly 
committed to a policy of balanced 
and dispersed public housing as ex- 
pressed in the Federal Fair Housing 
Act of 1968. 

In addition to offering an oppor- 


tunity to all Clevelanders to pitch in | 


and start making fair housing 
possible, the Battisti decision 
challenges Mayor Perk to provide 
the leadership vital to bringing his 
polarized community together “in 
the name of the law." 


Much Ado About Something 


American bufeaucracy has long 
been noted for its officialism, red 
tape—and_proliferation, which is a 
very fancy way of saying that it is 
largely composed of people running 
the government's business who are 
frequently unable to run their own. 
As a result, the long-suffering tax- 
payer has developed a near im- 
munity to periodic foulups and con- 
sequently Some measure of 
tolerance for governmental mis- 
management. 

But last week's. fiasco in 
Cuyahoga County polling places 
proved-to be a classic in confusion, 
,and fortunately aroused so much in- 
dignation that even the most 
pessimistic among us can now ex- 
pect some sharp reforfns to be ac- 
companied by some head chopping. 

There can be no question but that 
thousands of Clevelanders 
were deprived of their right to ex- 
press their views in last Tuesday's 
primary, but black Clevelanders, 
whether or not by design or happen- 
stance, will probably turn out to have 
been the most badly wounded vic- 
"ms. 

Even as they have found them- 
selves among the last hired and first 
fired in the economic arena, last 
Tuesday black Clevelanders found 
that polling places in their com- 
munity were non-operative in greater 
numbers than any other community, 
and that non-functioning or 
malfunctioning voting machines, 
when discovered, were the last to be 
fixed, 

According to School Board Presi- 
dent Arnold Pinkney, a man not with- 
out some bitter experiences in the 
operation of our election machinery, 


of the 73 precincts in the City of 
Cleveland with voting machine 
problems last Tuesday, 53 were 
located in all-black areas. 

Pinkney's demand for the im- 
mediate, unconditional resignation 
of all members of the Board of Elec- 
tions, while understandable, is not 
likely to occur. His call for black re- 
presentation on the Board of Elec- 
tions has mérit and should be pur- 
sued with vigor. 

But to accomplish this latter objec- 
tive, the laws governing the structure 
and operation of the board will have 
to undergo drastic legislative 
change. Since this would mean 
removing the board from its present 
posture and one of the longest 
existing of our many-faceted 
political plum gardens, nobody 
should get their hopes up 
too high. 

What we regret most is that so 
much time and effort has been ex- 
pended in these columns and 
throughout the black community by 
alert black political leaders to in- 
Spire more active participation in the 
primary contests; time that now may 
be entirely wasted. 

In addition to the time-worn ex- 
cuses that black bretheren have 
been offering for their failure to avail 
themselves of the ballot, now has 
been added another.

Somebody had better come up 
quickly with an affirmative answer, 
and that answer had better be an im- 
provement on the buck-passing now

Stop Rehab Gyp Artists 


Housing Opportunity Center, a 
Mode! Cities funded agency in 
Columbus, has brought to our atten- 
tion the operation of a vicious fast- 
buck, fly-by-night housing rehabilita- 
tion racket that demands immediate 
action by appropriate federal and 
city officials. 

Operating under the 235 Federal 
Housing program, the rehabilitation 
contractors, exposed by HOC, pur- 
chased two rundown dilapidated 
dewilings for a small sum of money, 
went through. the act of remodeling 
them and then peddled to two black 
low income families at a tremendous 
profit. 

Carl White, HOC's executive direc- 
tor, inspected the two. houses after 
receiving complaints from the 
owners. He not only found that the 
“rehab" jobs were shoddy and in- 
complete,-but-to-his-shocked sur- 
prise he came across a bare five 
electric wire dangling from a kitchen 
vent above the stove The wire, with 
a sign attached to it reading “hot 
wire,” was just “waiting to execute 
anyone who touched it\"’ White 
lamented. 

But that was just one hazard he 
found, for in a second floor.bedroom 
he observed the studding reinforced 
with splinters of wood as the only 
support of the ceiling beam and the 
house roof itself. Then to top off the 


whole shoddy job, he discovered: 


gutter boxes rotting, gaping holes 
from the side of the house into the 
basement, unfinished front porch, no 
sidewalks and debris scattered 
around the yards. 

White was additionally shocked to 
learn that one of the houses was 


sold for $19,400 and the other for 
$18,000. The victims are both women 
who are the breadwinners of their 
families. 

What we'd like to know is where 
were the federal officials who must 
have approved the rehab transac- 
tion, and wheré were the city 
housing inspectors who surely must 
have granted the remodeling, job 
permit and okayed.it upon so-calléd 
completion? 

As we see it, federal and city of- 
ficials must share the blame for the 
acute financial bind imposed upon 
the two families. In the first place, for 
allowing this shoddy, unscrupulous 
contractor to get the 235 program 
approval, and secondly, for obviously 
blinking their eyes and permitting 
these cunning operators to get away 
with what at best, can be regarded 
asa borderline swindle. 

Carl White and the HOC merit the 
comendation ot the 
entire community for exposing this 
low-bred rehab operation and we 
trust that it will serve as a warning to 
others to thoroughly check out .who 
they are dealing with before signing 
on the dotted line,

How About A Little Explaining And 
Assuring, Mr. President? 


The massive entanglement which beset 
the primary election last Tuesday and left 
the outcome of several races in doubt in 
the Cleveland area, and also precipitated 
a rash of complaints from voters at 
polling places throughout the state, is 
certain to become a torrid political topic 
for years to come. 

The unprecedented foulup in Cleve- 
land where several voting booths failed 
to open and where voting machines were 
found to be inoperable or without names 
of candidates, sparked a sharp debate 
between Gov. Gilligan and Secretary of 
State Ted W. Brown. Gilligan, in blaming 
Brown for the “electoral fiasco,"" went so 
far as to call for Brown's resignation. 

Brown, the chief eléction authority; 
said he would personally investigate the 
gigantic snafu, and if. irregularities are 
found and the responsibilities pinned 
down, he will fire the guilty party, even if 
it meant removal of all members of the 
Cuyahoga County Board of Elections. 

It is of interest to note that in castigat- 
ing the Republican Secretary of State, 
Democrat Gilligan tailed to mention the 
fact that if Democratic Legislators had 
not blocked a bill spongored by Brown, 
much of the trouble could have been 
prevented. His measure would have pre- 
vented the splitting of or crossover votes 
for delegates, but Democratic votes were 
needed because the proposal carried an 
emergency provision. 

Approval of the bill would have elimin- 
ated, or simplified tabulation of the 
massive, cumbersome bedsheet ballot 
which was the crux of major complaints 
by voters of the Democratic ticket last 
Tuesday.

The big voting debacle in Cleveland, 
Cuyahoga County, will not soon be for- 
gotten. It is possible and, hopetully so.

As long as our Boards of Elections are 
controlled equally by just two political 
parties, we are going to continue to have 
inefficiently operated elections. 

Being sensitive because of past experi- 
ences, the.Negro dominated wards at 
first thought that the failure of voting 
machines and election procedures, was 
just another maneuver by the Democratic 
organization to destroy the voting power 
of the 21st District Caucus.

State Supreme Court Justice Lioyd 
Brown was unopposed in his judicial 
alley. He will be the only Negro running 
state-wide this year. 

On the Republican ticket, Ralph Tyler 
was unopposed for nomination for 
County Engineer.

Andrew Lee was 
unopposed for Judge of Common Pleas 
Court, Jan: 6 term: Thus the Republican 
wind up with two Negro candidates on 
their County ticket and the /Democrats 
none. 

No new pattern or trend developed in 
the May 2 primaries. Black voters still do 
Not take full advantage of the voting. We 
made no gains. However, we did protect 
and secure the gains we had made. 

Until the County Democratic organiza- 
tion supports black candidates other 
than in districts largely black, it is going 
fo be difficult under present circumstan- 
ces to make any new gains. Racism still 
dominates white voters. 

The 21st District Caucus is the onty 
hope we have for bringing about any 
change in this situation. The Caucus has 
proven in its brief existence, thaf it has 
considerable support in the black areas.

Punishing The Poor 


It 100ks as though the war on the poor 
is escalating. The long-sought-for reform 
of the rotting welfare system was delayed 
and replaced by Proposals that were 
Punitive and unfair, But now, even the 
inadequate cloak of welfare reform has 
been stripped away, replaced by a 
sy! reve uu! Thal makes one 
think of a Siberian labor camp 

If you think that's an exaggeration, 
Secretary of Labor James D. Hodgson 
publicly called the plan for a “must-- 
work” welfare system that emerged from 
the Senate Finance Committee, a move 
to “convict-type labor.”’ 

In effect, the new “welfare reform’ 
would create a vast pool of forced labor 
that would have to work at below-market 
wages, Over one million people, 90 per 
cent of whom are mothers whose child- 
ren are over six years, would either have 
to find jobs or take whatever jobs are 
assigned them by a federal employment 
corporation 

Under this plan, welfare recipients 
would be split into three groups, The first 
would consist of those able to find jobs 
in the private market at the Minimum 
wage, Currently an inadequate $1.60 per 
hour. The second group would be those 
who would work for private employers at 
~ believe it or not — $1.20 per hour, and 
who would get an additional small sub- 
sidy trom the government 

The last group -- those unable to find 
any job at all — would be assiqned to 
jobs .by a federal authority that would 
pay them $48.8 week for a full week's 
work.-Most would be hired'out to private 
employers as maids and domestics. 

There is so much that's evil about this 
system, one hardly“knows where to begin 
to attack it, But it seems clear that the 
main intent of the proposal is to punish 
the poor and to set up a nation-wide 
system of forced labor that has its only 
parallel in totalitarian dictatorships. 

It would create a vast pool of imposed 
cheap labor that will drive down the 
regular wage structure. The whole point 
of a minimum wage is to set a decent

Black Needs A Revolution 


The black community within itself 
needs a revolution. We reed new in- 
stitutions and must reform or destroy the 
old ones. Our old and~established 
feligious. social political and economic 
institutions must end their long years of 
emulation and imitation of white, 
European-American institutions. 

The failure of white institutions and the 
black ones that imitate them is evideri- 
ced by the perennial conditions of 
hunger, disease and poverty. The black 
community has gone “full circle" in its 
Struggle for freedom in this country. We 
have thought by becoming liks. whites. 
we were more apt to be accepted by 
them; by fighting “their” wars, we were 
to. be accepted as “their” citizens; by 
imitating their institutions, we would 

“ eventually be considered as equals, 

We have even joined white institutions 
hoping to change and radicalize them. 
Knowing our situatiun as black people 
demands radical solutions, we have tur- 
ned to the two major political parties 
which are historically and presently con- 
servative and moderate. The so-called 
“democratic process" which the two Par- 
tles uphold is not so much a 
philosophical principle, but a political 
expedient to delay, postpone-and to 
preempt progress toward.radidal change 
necessitated by the conditions 
and plight of millions of minorities in this 
country. 

Most black institutions have been 
weakened, not strengthened, by federally 
funded programs. The leadership of the 
black community, with all its youth and 
talent, has been absorbed by federal 
bureauracy and its colonial power, These 
federal programs have removed from the 
black community the leadership needed 
to build new, independent institutions, 

In our sincere and anxious desire to 
end hunger, disease and poverty, we 
fought for federal legislation to end 
these conditions; we worked laboriously 
to implement programs to eliminate

floor below which working people should 
not fall. That is now so shot full of holes 
that too many people actually have to 
work for less than the minimum wage. 
Now, there is the thredt that over a 
million people, most of Wwomen—wvill 
be thrown. onto praeee  lea 
Protection of the minimum wage, leading 
to depressed wages for all workers. 

We can pretty well forget about the 
first category under the new plan — those 
who get jobs at the minimum wage. 
There .are over 5 million people who 
can't tind work today, If that many 
people are unemployed, there's no 
chance that present welfare recipients 
can get non-existent jobs. 

So we are faced with the prospect of 
putting up to a million people on the 
federal payroll who would be forced into 
degrading and unwanted employment as 
servants of those whom the system 
favors. Perhaps the anosglamemaker: 
should be told about the Emancipation 
Proclamation! 

This is just another example of how 
the old habit of blaming the victim has 
taken vicious turn. We've got to face the 
fact that the economic system has mal- 
functioned, The technological revolution 
has driven people from the farms to the 
cities in search of work and the system 
has not been able to create the jobs and 
economic stability that would create 
equal opportunities for all. 

It's the system that's failed, not in- 
dividuals who happen to be poor. The 
answer is to reform the system, not-to 
punish the poor, Forcing people into 
low-Status, dead-end jobs and creating a 
sullen army of foréed laborers is about 
8 good a way to spark a revolution as 
can be devised, 

Since this plan would even cost more 
money than previous reform proposals, it 
doesn't even have the saving grace of 
having any common sense at all behind 
it. It is just a mean-spirited attempt by 
backward-looking people to ‘restore the 
cruelties and inhumanity of a 1972. ver- 
sion of slavery. f 


these conditions, byt soon found our 
hands, feet and mouths tied by racist 
bigots who controlled the funding and 
who "knew what was best for us." 

We were once more placed on the 
Plantation, run by the overseers and 
masters of the federal government and 
using us as their foremen. 

Federally funded Programs became the 
hew “Cotton Gin" to establish the 20th 
Century Plantation system. The original 
legislative intent of these Programs were 
contradicted by bigots and ad- 
ministrators to use them as Proscriptions 
of colonialism. Black administrators of 
these programs have become harassed 
by ludicrous “guidelines” and in- 
timidated daily by needless 
“evaluations” and “investigations.” It is 
no wonder that the black community may, 
appear apathetic about these Programs. 

If we had Strong, viable black in- 
Stitutions, perhaps we could Protect and 
Support our black brothers and sisters 
who are administering these federal 
Programs. But our own black institutions 
are trapped and duped by the same 
ideology and philosophy of colonialism 
that is used to trap our brothers and 
sisters who administer federal programs. 

Our so-called black institutions nurture 
the same condescending, paternalistic 
views about the black community as the 
federal bigots, They view their mission to 
the poor and hungry as one involving 
“charity.” When the problem gets too big 
for them, then they see it as a “crisis.” 
When it becomes a crisis they transfer 
that responsibility to the federal govern- 
ment 

Whether one views his involvement 
with the poor and the hungry as charity, 
a mission, or welfare, they are all 
Synonymous. There are no substantive 
changes in the status of the people; they 

-are still wards of the state, 

Whatever direction we take, the black 
community will remain powerless without

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The Urban Crisis 


TO THE EDITOR: 

Ever since World War Ii, the affluent 
and their managing “Middle Class" em- 
ployees have been fleeing the city 
residential communities, They leave 
behind the elderly, unemployed, the 
unemployable, the fatherless families 
and the racial minorities (which 
become the “Inner City Majority’ 
because of the paucity of poor-whites 
left behind). 

What happens to the individual 

citizen in a system of “urban expan- 
sion” where ‘‘Material progress is the 
absolute promise and ‘centeralization’ 
through conglomerate contro! is the 
mood of the method and operational 
procedure?” The technocracy of cyber- 
netics becomes the tool and vehicle of 
management-efficiency (which in itself 
determined by profits and dividends. . . 
without regard for human values and 
life and the human switches 
become simpler. This in short, could be 
termed—'Euthenasia By Computer’. the 
Managing middleclass flees to surbur- 
bia as it does the establishment's bid- 
ding: and the “inner city is silent. and 
hopeless minority The dilettantes, 
the nation over, find it fashionable to 
talk of ‘the urban crisis’ and the daily 
newspapers and’ popular magazines 
are currently building their circulation 
and increasing their advertising rates 
on the reader-popularity of such topical 
terms. The crisis consists of pollution, 
the decay of city, residential areas, the 
“schools,” the church, crime and ‘law 
and order’ and the disappearance of 
‘individuality’ in the local citizen's life 
meaning. All conversations end with 
the common cry or Query--What Can 
Be Done About The Complexity Of The 
Urban Crisis?” Meanwhile, all the sur= 
burban fringe-middle class that could 
not make it in business, industrial and 
commercial employment, become the 
employees existing on Federal Funds 
as ‘managers, directors and super- 
visors of O.E.0. Property Programs, 
another government agency depart- 
ment ‘and programs subsizied by public 
funds. They Supervise inner-city 
residents on stop-gap plans, and tem- 
porary abatement programs. The 
Programs are financed from year-to- 
year, instead of a five or ten year 
Project to really develop the inner-city 
residential areas and children and 
citizens for a better “American Stan- 
dard" of life, 

While. middle-class’ ‘‘dilettantism” 
Solves nothing and contributes to the 
“do-goodism" feeting of those thriving 
in jobs that serve to palliate the 
miseries of the poor in their capacities 
of social and welfare workers . . and 
Some mediocre characters in the teach- 
ing profession, the inner-city people 
currently are looking to ways for 
“recovery of their humaneness! Re- 
covery to them means ‘control’ of their 
Own communities. The selfshaping of 
their own destinies in the basic factors 
of community life, health and govern- 
ment to the degree attainable... with 
their limited economic might 
whatever that might be, in-the-manner 
of Jesse, Jackson's Philosophy and 
methodology 

Community involvement is the mode 
and procedure, This, the inner-city 
residents are teaming, can come only 
through procedure, Learning to 
achieve a “deserved" and legal selfet- 
ficient in terms of their needs for 
health, decent housing, and programs 
established for maintaining a decent 
life. inner-city people are responsible 
@S understanding comes to them in 
capsules. 

One of the enemies of life is the 
“trick-of-contusion" daily spun into the 
lives of the inner-city residents through 
the complexities of communication, ob- 
fuscation, deception and elliptical 
reporting from the various media of 
Communication. The complexities of ur- 
ban life (residentially) will. never be un- 
derstood by surburban Managers, They 
are themselves--part of the problem — 
unaware that they are caught-up in the 
trap-of-control, essential to the main- 
tenance of the ‘status ego’ created by 
“The Establishment.” The middle-class 
are the “unconcious catalytic agents 
(helpless out their ignorance of being 
Manipulated through concepts -of 
‘racism; superiority: the good subur- 
ban-life; and the trappings of college 
life designed . . . not to educate, but 


trained to function as keepers of the 
Status-quo.

The most common examples are in 
Pregnancy. Doctors often-recommend 
that pregnant women wear shoes with 
low heels. High heels, with the added 
weight and pressure of pregnancy, in- 
crease the curvature of the spine (lordo- 
sis) and put added strain on the back, 

Doctors consider the support of a well- 
fitting brassiere important during later 
Pregnancy as it Seems to be the best way 
to prevent sagging breasts after the baby 
is born. Breasts are mostly fatty and 
glandular tissue and once they droop, no 
amount of exercise can do much to 
change their appearance 

Going braless is fairly common among 
the young today, and harmless if the per- 
son doesn't mind that she may have 
Sagging breasts as a result.
